A DESPATCH FROM London to the "New 
York Times,” to the effect that the British 
were angry with Senator Burton Wheeler for 
giving away a military secret involving Bri- 
ttish troops last week, was the’subject of ques- 
tions at a Washington press conference’ yes- | 
terday. 

Senator Wheeler, it will be recalled, last 
week hinted at the American occupation of 
Iceland. 


Mr. Stephen Early, President! 
Roosevelt's secretury, in reply yes- 
terday, labelled as a fair state- 
ment this despatch, which added: 

“The Germans might have’ 
taken advantage of that confus- 
ion and British troops as well 
as U.S. Marines might have 
been invoived in resultant 
slaughter,” 

Mr. Early discussed the question 
of reports that General Sir Claude 
Auchinleck, new Commander-in-

The French collapse 
was a shocking surprise:

But what very few 
people realise is that it 
was also a surprise to the 
’ Germans. They believed 
that they could conquer 
France. They believed 
that they could do it’ by 
means of a relative ‘‘Blitz- 
krieg”; but they did not 
for a moment think that 
they would conquer 
France so rapidly as they 
did. 

And here was demon- 
strated—in what will be- 
come a classic in history 
—the inability of the Ger- 
mans to adapt their plan 
to events where events do 
not fall out according to 
plan. They might have 
ended the war there and 
then had they improvis- 
ed an invasion of Britain., 

From all these events it 
will be seen that this has 
not been a war in which 
things went according to

THE WAR HAS BROUGHT the problem of 
India a long step néarer to solution. 

It has compelled all the political groups in the 
British “Parliament to unite-in furthering the. con- 
siderable military preparations which India is.:mak- 


ing to help the Allies. 


This has- produced unanim. 


ous recognition at Westminster that no-:effort must. 


be spared to remove 


all causes of Indian unrest. 


The war has hed a #imilar effect! build up a system of Indian Gov- 


in India. There Nazi 
have brought hostilities so near to 
India that dominant Indian opin- 
fon hag been forced to recognise 
the vital importance of presenting 
a united front with Britain against 
an enemy who would certainly, if 
he could, give exceedingly short 
shrift to the political aspirations 
of Hindus and Moslems alike. 


Evidence of this new state of 
things came in the latest india 
debate in the British House of 
Commons, 


Labour and Liberal speakers in 
that debate agreed cordially with 
one another in declaring not only 
that goodwill to India underltes 
the policy and aims of the British 
Government, but also that the 
present union of Britain's politi- 
cal parties affords a unique oppor- 
tunity for dealing with the whole 
Indian question. 


Only Differ On Methods 


Opinions as to method still dif- 
fer, British Liberals and Labour 
tend to think that proposals 
this end recently put forward by 
Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru and other 
Indian Moderates, though per- 
haps unacceptable as they stand, 
may contain the key to a possible 
solution. British Conservatives, 
though regarding as insuperable 
some of the difficulties which the 
Sapru proposals present, are 
nevertheless now ready to examine 
them more sympathetically than 
ever before. 

The Sapru proposals would have 
representative Indians accept a 
stil open offer of the British Gov- 
ernment of seats on the Supreme 
Executive Council at Delhi. It is 
true that such acceptance—accord- 
ing to the Sapru scheme—would 
be subject to the granting by Bri- 
tain of an important Congress 
demand, This demand is for Bri- 
tain to promise to give India full. 
independence within a stated 
number of years after peace re- 
turns. 

The British Government has 
hitherto refused this. Its reason 
is that it would involve civil war. 
Whitehall holds this because the 
All-India Moslem League, an ex- 
ceeding!y powerful body, claiming 
to speak for 80,000,000 Moslems, 
has indicated that it would -leaa 
an insurrection rather than’ sub~ 
mit to the Indian majority rule, 
implicit in the Senru scheme. The.

It has been suggested that 
such a system might rest upon 
a tegistature elected, somewhat 
as In Italy, upon a functional as 
opposed to a geographical fran- 
chise. 


It cannot yet be said that any 
one of these schemes commands 
a majority in both Britain and In- 
dia. It is true, nevertheless, that 
in both these countries influential 
men and wamen, previously at 
complete variance with one an- 
other, are now ready amicably to 
discuss plans, other than their 
own for the solution of the 
political impasse.

If West 
hadn't tried to play safe with the 
opening lead, a spade lead and 
continuation would have set my 
contract.” 

We congratulate Mr. Jameson 
on a well-reasoned Hine of play. 
He saw that his only chance was 
to set up the Queen of clubs so as 
to discard a spade from the 
dummy; and went after the main 
chance. But, as Mr. Jameson ad- 
mits in another part of his letter, 
he would have been better ad- 
vised to pass three spades doubled.

At the same time, however, trade 
and munitions experts in the U.S. 
pointed out that the United States 
was continuing shipments to 
Japan of @ number of commodi- 
ties which, while not falling into 
the category of war material, are 
nevertheless essential to Japan’s 
war effort. Chief among these 
shipments are petroleum, partic- 
ularly gasoline, cotton and iron 
and stee] semi-manufactures. 


The latest trade statistics reveal 
that whereas American exports 
of petroleum to Japan stood at! 
$6,510,000 worth in December of 
last year as compared with) 
$4,651,000 a year previous, Decem- 
ber cotton exports amounted to 
but 9,000 bales as against 124,000 
for December of 1939. Iron and 
steel semi-manufactured exports 
to Japan for December were 
value at $3,381,000 
$5,057,000 a year previous. 


Increase To China 


The almost negligible exports 
to Japan of war material, which 
are cited here as proof of the 
way in which America = iS 
giving practical application to 
its disapproval of Japanese 
aggression, Btands in strong con- 
trast to 1939 when Japanese im- 
ports of American war material 
amounted to $998,590. The only 
military equipment sent to Japan 
during 1940 were minor spare 
parts for aeroplanes. 


While arms shipments to 
Japan dwindled to practically 
nothing, those to far eastern’ 
countries with which the 
United Statea felt a stronger. 
community of Interest rose| 
remarkably. 


During 1939 China bought | 
$2,012,724 worth of arms in the 
U.S. whereas a year later it 
bought $8,422,125 worth. In like 
manner the Netherlands _ Indies 
1940 figute of $7.336.869 was 
larger than the 1938 figure of 
$6,070,427. An even more startl- 
ing jump was shown in_ the 
combined AuStralian-New Zea- 
land figures for 1939 and 194 
—these being $1,922,283 an 
$11,910,093 respectively. 


As was expected, Great Bri- 
tain took the largest part of 
America’s 1940 arms exports, the

Early in March, just 
of a big Berlin publishing firm 
when two important-looking 
civilians, accompanied by a uni- 
formed army officer, came in.

At the same time, however, trade 
and munitions experts in the U.S.
